GEAMANS LOSE 
AEAVILY IN 
ATTACK 


Severe British Naval 
Losses Result From 
Blockade On Crete 


By UNITED PRESS 
Great Britain’s sea and land 
forces fought a grim and furious 


battle against Adolf Hitler’s air in- 


vasion of Crete today and for the 
moment appeared to be _ holding 
their ground against the Luftwaffe’s 
mastery of the air. 

Nazi air-transported troops were 
suffering heavy casualties in fight 
on the strategic Mediterranean is- 
land, according to British authori- 


' ties, while the navy in face of pow- 


erful dive-bombing attacks had 


thrown back all attempts to land
